TUNDREDS of Nebrask ans, 
who 
Wednesday 
night attended the banquet given by the Fre- 
mont Chamber of Commerce to army and civilian 
officials engaged in the construction of tho Wahoo 
bomb-loading plant, had an eerie peek at an un­ 
k nown world. 
Except for the army men not one in tho crowd 
ever had had a look at the business end of a bomb. 
Its manufacture, and much of the details of the 
production of bombs, and the constructing of a 
bomb-loading plant, are, and must remain military 
secret« !, not that Japan or Germany do not k now of 
them, but they must not k now all of our little 
secrets.

rpH E war emergency ought to give impetus to 
the drive to remove the barriers to free trade 
and commerce between the several United States. 
The various organizations, including the Council 
of State Governments, should increase their efforts 
toward this end. 
The utter absurdity of some of these interstate 
obstacles is graphically illustrated by an incident 
at Ord, Nebrask a the other day. 
At Ord one of
